Thb New York Institution for the 
Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb 
has always been fortunate in having 
among its friends, and in its direc- 
torate, men of wealth and wisdom, 
learning and benevolence, influence 
and power. 

Prominent in this group was 
Thatcher M. Adams, President of the 
Board of Directors, whose death on 
Saturday evening. May loth, at the 
ripe age of eighty-two i years, is a 
great lou to the Institution and a 
sorrow to its entire personnel. 

Mr. Adams was born in New York 
City on the 25th of November. 1837. 
He was a son of the late Rev. Wil- 
liam Adams, D.D., LL.D., and 
Martha Bradshaw Magoun Adams. 
His father was President of the 
Board of Directors of the New 
York Institution from 1871 to 1880, 
and will be remembered by the 
school children of those far-away 
days as a white-haired gentleman of 
dignified yet gentle presence, who 
designated them by the phrase " the 
children of silence." 

Thatcher M. Adams graduated 
from Andover Academy in 1856, and 
from Yale College in the Class of 
1858. For a number of years he 
was a member of the law firm of 
Anderson, Adams & Young, until 
1 87 1, and from then until his retire- 
ment in 1913, a member of the firm 
of Adams & Comstock. His high 
standing in tbe legal profession was 
universally recognized, and his public 
spirit as a citizen was evidenced by | 
gratuitous service on important 
municipal com missions. 

To tbe material interests and the 
educational welfare of the New York 
Institution, for fifty-one years, be 
gave both service and counsel. For 
a great many years be was Secretary 
of the Board of Directors, and served 
on committees of the Board that 
dealt with specific proposition.s 
and conditions requiring legal acu- 
men for their proper adjustment. 
ThLi valtuble service and sacrifice of 
bis time was willingly given without 
any compensation. During bis long 
connection with tbe Institution as a 
director, extending over half a cen- 
tury, he was a frequent visitor to 
the school, inquiring, noting and 
commending. Behind an apparent 
brusqueness of manner be hid a 
kindly heart, and the deaf, who in- 
stinctively recognize and love such 
men, accorded him a full measure of 
affectionate appreciation. 

Mr. Adams was what any one 
would call a handsome man. In 
mental vision we can see him in tbe 
prime of life, tall, straight as an 
arrow, symmetrically proportioned, 1 
with regular features and a look of 
observant strengib. These charac- 
teristics of appearance, together 
with bis splendid intellect, be 
retained to the very last. It is sad 
to think that stich a man is lost to 
this world forever. 



' ' There is now a society for the 
Promotion of Church Work among 
the Deaf, which was organized in 
1916. Rev. Oliver J. Whildin, of 
Baltimore, is the secretary. Besides 
carrying on his own work, Dr. Whil- 
din has found time to organize work 
in several adjacent states It is the 
purpo.se to enlarge the society until 
it reaches every city in the United 
States." 

It is no doubt quite comnieudable 
to spread the work of the church, 
but at the same time the wrong im- 
pression is created that the church 
work is centered in Baltimore and 
that the country in general is not al- 
ready extensively cultivated. From 
what we can learn, all of the 
missionaries to the deaf are not in- 
cluded in the aforementioned Society 
and surely the society does not con- 
template invading the dioceses al- 
ready supplied with workers.

The following question and answer

Would like to know from whom 
the Uuited States got Wake Island. 

Ans. — This island, situated about 
half way between Hawaii and Houk- 
Kong, was taken by the United 
States by tight of discovery. Ii had 
been visited before, by Spanish, 
American and English navigators, 
hut for at least 60 years had been 
abandorie<1 and irninhabited. On 
July 4, 1898, General F. V Greene 
and some other officers, en route 
for Manila, went ashore, raised tbe 
American flag and planted a record 
of their claim of possession. On 
this being reported to Washington, 
our Government sent Commari ler 
Taussig, of the Bennington, who 
took formal poNesnion in tire name 
of the United States on January 17, 
1899. Tbe island Is about nine 
miles in cirumfereuce at high tide, 
or twenty tbiles at low tide. It is 
low, and in great storms is nearly 
or quite under water. This makes 
it very dangerous to navigation. 
It is useful to tbe United States ns 
a cable landing station. — Current 
Events.

Poor Mexloans Lived in Silver
